Davles.

PACT  PROPOSALS  DEAD 

The  Mediterranean  and  Eastern 
Locarno  pact  proposals  are  seem- 
ingly dead,  and  the  French  have  no 
illusions  regarding  the  fundamental 
opposition  Of  Oreat  Britain,  Ger- 
many. Italy  and  Russia  to  the  Eu- 
ropean union  proposal  French  at- 
tempts to  "tame  Russia  by  kindness- 
have  failed 

Oreat  Britain  and  the  United 
Slates  rejected  the  three- power  pact 
which  thry  promised  as  rompers*  - 
tion  to  France  for  not  creating  at 
(he  end  of  the  war  an  independent 
Rhlneland  buffer  state  between 
France  and  Germany. 

Except  for  a  brief  interlude  of 
about  one  year  following  the  failure 
of  the  Geneva  Naval  Conference. 
Oreat  Britain  has  almost  con- 
sistently opposed  France  and  at 
present  seems  entirely  disinclined  to 
renew  their  entente 

After  twice  virtually  reaching  an 
agreement  with  Italy  and  each  time 
seeing  Italy  suddenly  change  Its 
terms  to  make  bigger  dem»rvi« 
the  French  now  doubt  whether  Italy 
is  really  seeking  an  agreement  at 
all  FTaneo-Itarian  relations  are 
causing  serious  preoccupations. 
SENTIMENT  IS  CHANGING 
Finally,  the  rapprochement  with 
Germany,  which  France  hoped 
would  develop  rapidly  after  the  evac- 
uation of  the  Rhlneland.  seems  sud- 
denly to  have  lapsed.  Germany,  a 
prey  to  Nationalist  manifestations 
and  Incidents  of  aU  kinds,  has  raised 
the  question  of  revision  of  the  peace 
treaties  in  an  official  document,  and 
seems  likely  to  show  big  Nationalist 
gains  in  the  coming  elecUons. 

Shorn  thus  of  their  hopes  and 
illusions  all  the  way  around,  while 
at  the  same  time  growing  contin- 
ually in  self-confidence,  the  French 
people  themselves  seem  to  be  drift- 
ing towards  a  sort  of  a  new,  self, 
reliant  nat  ionalism.  ArisUde  Brtand's 
policies  are  more  and  more  under 
fire  from  his  political  opponents 
The  Oerman  .elecUons  and  the 
Geneva  discussions  will  probably  be 
crucial  from  the  French  point  of 
view.  If  the  Nationalists  sweep 
Germany  and  a  European  union  is 
rejected,  France  will  probably  pro- 
pose no  more  pacts.  Its  energies 
will  go  more  and  more  into  the  de- 
velopment of  the  self-reliant  meas- 
ures enumerated  above.

French  policy  since  the  world  war 
has  been  entirely  consistent.  The 
great  aim  was  and  Is  in  France, 
security.  It  is  not  the  aim  that  is 
changing,  but  the  means. 

PLANS   FOR  SECURITY 

The  original  French  plan  was  to 
Insure  French  security  by  insuring 
In  a  series  of  vast  agreement*  the 
security  of  the  whole  world.  At  the 
same  time,  pending  this  peaceful 
organisation  of  the  world.  France 
sought  other  safeguards  In  the  so- 
called  French  group  of  alliances  and 
in  the  careful  cultivation  of  good 
relations  with  other  great  powers. 

This  organisation  of  the  world  was 
sought  in  a  long  series  of  pacts  and 
proposals,  encompassing  the  follow- 
ing: 

L  The  covenant  of  the  League  of 
Nations,  which  France  desired  to

LIQUOR  SALES  DOWN 
Liquor  sales  under  the  control  of 
the  board  within  the  province 
showed  a  decline  this  Spring,  for 
the  first  time  since  the 
of  the  plan  in  1021.  The  decline, 
compared  with  the  figures  for  the 
same  period  in  last  year,  will 
amount  to  about  10  per  cent  it 
is  underatood.  This  will  contribute 
to  lower  profits  for  the  current  pe- 
riod, ending  September  30,  but  will 
not  affect  the  municipalities,  who 
will  get  the  $500,000  set  aside  for 
that  purpose. 

Increased  expenditures  for  chari- 
table purposes  will  deprive  the 
province  from  any  particular  bene- 
fit from  liquor  profits 
Hospital  expenses  have 
contributions  to  charitable  support 
are  heavier  than  before,  and  moth- 
ers' pensions  will  cost  many  thou- 
sands of  dollars  more  than  In  last 
year,  it  is  explained.

"As  further  proof  that  this  Prov- 
ince lias  accepted  the  general  prin- 
ciple of  an  eight -hour  day,  it  may 
be  stated  that  from  a  total  of  116,- 
623  employees  reported  on  by  the 
5.06S  firms  making  returns.  101  MS, 
or  87  15  per  cent .  were  working  on 
an  eight-hour  day:  10.968.  or  840 
per  cent.,  worked  over  eight  but  not 
more  than  nine  hours  per  day; 
whereas  only  4.030.  or  3.4i  per  cent, 
of  all  employees,  were  working  in 
exceas  of  nine  hours  per  day.  The 
average  weekly  working  hours  for 
all  occupations  covered  in  ttn  re- 
port was  4825  for  1W9.  compared 
with  48  41  in  1028.  48.M  in  1027.  and 
4E84  in  1926. 

LABOUR  DISPUTES  FEW 

"It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  re- 
port that  industrial  activities  In  the 
province  have  been  free  of  any  ser- 
ious upheaval  during  the  past  year, 
the  relationship  between  employer 
and  employee  being  such  that  only 
m  a  very  few  Instances  strikes 
formed  the  basis  or  settling  the 
paints  In  dispute.  The  number  of 
employee,  affected  and  also  thai 
number  of  days  lost  through  the 
enforcement  of  conditions  by  a 
strike  or  lockout  Is  the  smallest  on ; 
record :  only  482  employees  being  j 
affected  for  a  total  of  3.320  working , 
days.  These  figures  will  be  a  source 
of  gratification  to  those  who  realize 
that  a  strike  means  s  distinct  loss 
to  both  employer  and  employee,  snd 
is  further  evidence  that  those  re- 
sponsible for  the  formulating  of 
wage  agreements  are  actuated  with 
a  desire  to  meet,  and  canvass  the 
whole  situation,  and  to  arrive  at  a 
basis  which  is  apparently  satisfac- 
tory to  all  concerned. 

"The  old  feeling  of  suspicion  has 
practically  disappeared,  because 
those  hitherto  who  thought  they 
were  unalterably  opposed  to  each 
other  have  found  that  team-work 
is  necessary  to  bring  about  a  feeling 
of  mutual  understanding.  It  Is  in- 
teresting to  observe  that  none  of 
the  disputes  noted  were  brought 
about  through  an  effort  of  the  em- 
ployers to  reduce  wages.  One  was 
rr.u-'d  through  a  dejire  for  "closed 
shop"  conditions,  another  for  In- 
fraction of  a  trade  agreement,  and 
the  others  for  higher  pay.  The 
work  of  conciliation  performed  by 
the  Department  cannot  be  measured 
in  statistical  form.  It  is  well  known 
that  the  policy  of  the  Department 
is  not  to  Interfere  in  labour  disputes, 
but  Is  always  ready  to  be  of,  assis- 
tance when  Invited  by  either  of  the 
parties  interested. 

The  loss  of  time  through  disputes 
during  the  past  year  is  therefore 
viewed  by  the  Department  as  a  sign 
of  continued  happy  relationship  be- 
tween employer  and  employed,"  con- 
cludes M:.  McNiven.

A  JOURNALISTIC  CHANGE 

One  of  the  most  notable  of  changes  that  has 
come  over  newspujm  in  lata  Years  is  the  d-clme 
ol  interest  aroused  by  parllame-iitaiy  debates. 
There  was  a  time  When  such  news  practically 
monopolized  the  space  hi  the  press  Now  it  la 
of  secondary  Importance  and  the  newspaper 
themselves  have  made  It  so.  Modern  Journalism 
ha.s  succeeded  to  the  UffMbON  reports  Qf  parlia- 
mentary debates  Shorthand  Is  no  longer  neoea- 
sary  for  newspaper  work;  It  Is  a*  often  a.s  not  an 
impediment  Instead  of  an  adjunct.  Interest  in 
affairs  Is  widening  far  beyond  the  mere  report 
of  speeches  that  used  to  be  the  pabulum  served 
up  to  readers  in  the  days  that  have  passed. 

The  change  in  Journalism  has  its  paradoxical 
side,  according  to  Mr.  John  Malcolm  Bulloch,  a 
British  literary  critic  of  the  Allied  Newspapers. 
He  says  the  pivot  of  the  world  Is  the  parish 
pump  in  other  words,  purely  local  news  has  the 
greatest  appeal.  He  admits,  however,  that  with 
0U  quickening  up  of  communications  and  the 
increase  In  travel  the  radius  of  home  news  Is 
spreading.  Some  day  it  may  embrace  all  the 
world.  Some  indication  of  the  change  in  read- 
ers' Interest  is  illustrated  by  an  example.  At  the 
end  of  last  century  when  Nineveh  was  uncovered 
by  archaeologists  newspapers  confined  them- 
selves to  short  paragraphs  on  the  subject  I 
vastly  different  was  the  Interest  displayed  In  the 
tomb  of  Tutankhamen.  The  public  could  not 
hear  enough  of  this  discovery.  There  was  world-

lng  to  the  two-party  system. 

In  1021  the  farmers,  or  Progressives,  as  to 
many  of  them  have  chosen  to  call  themselves  for 
political  purposes,  were  at  the  senlth  of  their 
power.  In  the  Federal  election  of  that  year  they 
carried  M  seats,  or  more  than  a  quarter  of  the 
representation  in  the  House  of  Commons.  They 
had  24  in  Ontario.  12  In  Manitoba.  15  in  Saskat- 
chewan. 10  in  Albert*  and  2  in  British  Columbia. 
As  a  party  they  have  been  Instrumental  for  a 
number  or  yean  In  keeping  the  King  Administra- 
tion In  office.  8lnce  1921,  however,  their  strength 
has  been  on  the  decline.  The  movement,  like  all 
class  movements,  could  not  function  for  national 
purposes  It  waa  a  movement  of  prejudices,  and 
the  support  elicited  for  such  invariably  dies 
away.  In  the  new  Parliament  there  will  be  only 
two  simon-pure  Progressives,  three  Liberal- 
Progressives  and  ten  United  Farmers.  It  is  doubt- 
ful if  these  political  elements  will  adopt  gtnythlng 
In  the  nature  of  a  uniform  course  of  action  re- 
garding the  issues  that  arise. 

In  effect  Canada  affirmed  its  faith  on  July  28 
In  the  two-party  system.  It  was  a  decision  worthy 
of  the  occasion.  Government  In  this  country 
during  recent  years,  since  the  political  outcrop- 
pings  of  the  farmers'  movement,  has  been  largely 
a  matter  of  compromise.  National  development 
has  suffered  proportionately.  There  has  been  too 
much  trimming  of  sails  by  the  administration, 
too  much  attention  paid  to  sectional  clamor, 
too  llttlo  concentration  on  measures  affecting 
national  prosperity.  Perhaps,  as  time  elapses,  it 
will  be  found  that  one  result  of  the  late  election 
will  prove  to  be  national  government  In  a  wider 
sense  than  It  has  prevailed  since  1921.  A  develop- 
ment of  this  character  cannot  fall  to  prove  In  the 
Interests  of  the  country.

The  interval  of  time  between  the  day  of 
Bacon  and  the  present  has  been  called  the  "Aga 
of  Science"  In  contrast  with  the  preceding  period 
which  was  known  as  an  "Age  or  Faith."  It  la  a 
matter  of  common  remark  that  for  the  past  three 
hundred  years  at  least  there  ha*  been  a  growing 
tendency  to  look  to  the  light  of  science  for  the 
direction  of  human  affairs,  to  place  an  almost 
unquestioning  trust  In  the  capacity  of  the  scien- 
tist aa  an  expert  guide  In  the  conduct  of  life.  It 
is.  Indeed,  something  more  than  a  tendency.  The 
achievements  of  science  have  so  Impressed  the 
minds  of  men  that  the  habitual  mental  attitude 
of  many,  perhaps  of  a  majority,  may  fairly  Be 
described  as  one  of  faith  and  Implicit  confidence 
In  science.  In  the  scientific  method,  and  In  the 
integrity  and  capacity  of  the  scientist. 

No  doubt,  if  this  faith  is  weU  founded,  all  Is 
well;  and  on  the  other  hand  all  la  very  rar  from 
well  and  the  Interest*  of  mankind  are  In  Jeopardy 
if  It  can  be  shown  that  the  scientist  1*  unequal 
to  the  undertaking.  In  an  age  aa  critical  as  the 
present  It  Is  not  surprising  that  many  are  con- 
scious of  an  obstinate  Inner  doubt  as  to  whether 
the  man  of  science  with  hi*  counting,  measuring 
and  systematizing  of  the  fact*  of  physic*  and 
chemistry  and  his  "dispassionate"  researches  and 
inquiries  In  the  measurable  phenomena  of  the 
physical  world  about  us  Is  quite  able  to  free  hi* 
mind  of  prejudice  when  he  step*  out*lde  of  hi* 
legitimate  domain  and  approaches  the  study  of 
man.  Outside  the  realm  of  hi*  own  specialty  the 
expert  Is  usually  an  indifferent  guide.  It  doe* 
not  rreed  a  prophet  to  tell  what  is  likely  to  hap- 
pen when  the  scientist  enters  upon  a  field  in 
which  the  merely  mea*urable  fact*  are  less  sig- 
nificant than  those  which  escape  the  net  of  the 
scientific  method.  His  instrument*  are  defective. 

worst  of  all.  hi*  own  psychology  Is  a  fatal 
disqualification.  In  point  of  fact  he  Is  only  too 
apt  to  begin  his  "investigation"  with  his  mind 
already  made  up  In  regard  to  certain  highly  Im- 
portant matters.  True.  It  is  not  consciously 
made  up.  but  the  presuppositions  are  there,  and 
exf-rcUe  their  own  subtle  and  far-reaching  In- 
f h fence  on  the  result. 

Wo  one,  of  course,  denies  the  right  and  duty 
of  those  who  are  expert  In  the  employment  of 
ful  but  strictly  limited  instrument, 
■trifle  method,  to  Investigate  the  pene- 
of  physics,  chemistry,  geology  and  the  like 
last  nook  and  cranny.  In  the  study  of 
man,  however,  the  scientific  expert  hold*  no  un- 
limited mandate  from  the  high  court  of  philoso- 
phy. Some  of  the  moat  thoughtful  book*  of  our 
time  are  written  in  protest  of  the  alleged  right 
of  science  to  Invade  the  domain  of  religion  and 
art  in  defence  of  a  rellgiou*  and  ae«thetle  atti- 
tude toward*  life  against  the  claim*  of  science. 

The  scientist,  a*  such,  employs  hi*  scientific 
method  as  a  means  to  an  end.  Indeed,  his  In- 
terest lies  chiefly,  If  not  wholly,  outside  the  realm 
of  end*.  Place  before  him  a  given  object  and  he 
attack*  It  with  great  skill.  He  does  not  concern 
himself  with  the  worth  of  the  end  to  be  attained.

They 
are  caring  leas  about  what  pepple  say.  for  it  1* 
only  on  the  rarest  occasions  that  people  say 
something  new  or  anything  worth  treasuring  In 

the  mind.  That  is  one  reason  why  parliamentary  |  ngsj*.  The  great  Elizabethan  play- 
wright died  a  comparatively  poor 
man.  The  great  Victorian  dram- 
atist (for  he  waa  great  in  the  days 
of  the  Old  Queen,  although  his 
genius  was  not  fully  recogntxed 
until  the  limes  of  two  other  British 
aaya  he  Is  going  to 
withdraw  all  his  plays  from  the 
legitimate  stage  and  place  them  In 
the  '•movies."

canes,  vegetables,  bananas,  etc., 
flowers.  etc.-Used  on  Royal  gar- 
dens at  Windsor  and  Ban dr Ing- 
ham "  Note  that  this  is  a  fish 
manure.  We  have  a  number  of  rc- 
Lton  plants  on  the  West  Coast  of 
Vancouver  I*land  which  are  tald  to 
be  producing  fish  manure.  Why 
don't  we  get  after  the  market  b 
it  because  we  have  no  transporta- 
tion? If  so.  then  why  don't  we  wake 
up  and  get  after  the  Dominion 
Oovernment  to  give  us  transporta- 
tion service  similar  to  that  provided 
by  that  Oovernment  for  Eastern 
Canada? 

In  fresh  fruits  alone,  direct  ship- 
ments will  give  us  a  saving  in  our 
cost  or  living  of  over  13.000.000  a 
year,  and  within  a  couple  of  years 
of  the  establishment  or  such  a  reg- 
ular and  suitable  service  we  should 
have  an  export  trade  with  that  is- 
land or  at  least  83.000.000.  Is  this 
not  worth  going  after?  Now  let  us 
see  what  other  people  are  doing. 

In  the  same  issue  of  The  Jamaica 
Mail  is  an  article  headed  "United 
Fruit  Co.  Buys  More  8hlps."  and 
the  article  reads  as  follows: 

•Panama.  July  13— The  United 
Fruit  Corapanv  has  purchased  six- 
teen ships  from  the  Cuyamel 
Steamship  Line  and  four  of  them 
have  been  placed  on  the  New  Or- 
leans and  Santiago  de  Cuba.  King- 
ston (Jamaica)  and  Honduras  rout* 
for  mall,  passenger,  general  cargo 
and  fruit  service. 

•  The  Cuyamel  ships,  which  are  of 
Honduran  registration,  are  in  many 
respects  differently  constructed 
from  the  vessels  chartered  by  the 
United  Fruit  Co  which  are  of  Nor- 
wegian registration.  The  Cuyamel 
steamers  are  bigger  and  they  have 
better  and  more  accommodation  for 
passengers  and  cargo.   .   .  . 

•  The  Choluteca  is  a  well-appoint- 
ed steamer  and  has  no  refrigerating 
space  but  uses  the  fresh  air  circu- 
lating system  for  banana*  and  cit- 
rus fruit.  The  vessel  ha*  a  gross 
tonnage  of  2,800.  net  1.400.  and  her 
speed  ll  fourteen  knots  per  hour. 
She  has  accommodation  tor  thirty 
first  class  passengers,  etc  " 

In  an  advanced  report  or  the 
trade  or  the  I*l*nd  or  Jamaica  for 
the  fuvcal  vear  ending  March  IL 
1930.  Jamaica's  import*  mcreaaed 
by  about  $4,000,000  and  export*  by 
approximately  $2,000,000  Of  the 
Imports.  Canada's  shipment*  to 
Jamaica  were  Increased  by  about 
$250 .000. -while  those  of  the  United 
States  advanced  by  $2,000,000.  and 
this  is  in  spite  of  a  preferential 
tariff  In  our  favor.

The  climate  or  Jamaica  la  contin- 
uously hot.  though  not  uncomrort- 
ably  so.  and  the  merchants  there 
cannot  carry  large  stocks,  but  would 
prcrer  to  buy  rrom  hand  to  mouth. 
Naturally  they  buy  rrom  those 
countries  with  which  there  are  reg- 
ular transportation  aervlce*.  They 
are  not  going  to  run  after  business 
which  is  uncertain  and  where  they 
cannot  depend  upon  dates  of  arrival 
of  vessels.  Jamaica's  import  trade 
is  now  worth  $35,000,000.  and  with 
the  development  that  Is  going  on 
down  there  now  I  will  be  surprised 
If  within  the  next  five  years  her 
imports  do  not  exceed  $100,000,000. 

Surely  this  Is  something  worth 
going  after.  Some  people  say  we 
are  dead  from  the  feet  up.  I  hope 
It  is  not  true.  We  h»ve  unemploy- 
ment. We  produce  goods  tor  which 
we  h*ve  difficulties  In  finding  mar- 
kets, but  we  have  a  preferential 
market  only  too  glad  to  give  us  our 
chance  to  enter  and  take  hold,  and 
we  are  Indifferent  because  it  needs 
a  little  effort  to  get  It.  We  act  like 
a  crowd  of  babtea  waiting  to  be 
spoon-fed.  or  all  we  know  la  how  to 
howl.  Wake  up.  British  Columbia, 
and  seize  your  opportunities

1883.  there  occurred 
probably  the  most  tremendous  vol- 
canic eruptions  of  modern  times,  by 
which  two-thirds  of  the  island  was 
completely  blown  away  A  gigantic 
wave  was  formed,  by  which  20  000 
people  perished,  the  wave  being 
noticeable  as  far  away  as  the  Eng- 
lish Channel.

COMPLIMENTARY  CRUISE 
The  arrival  of  the  Prince  David 
marked  the  Initial  cruise  of  the 
steamer  to  the  port  of  Victoria,  and 
was  a  preliminary  to  the  resump- 
tion of  the'  trl-city  service  iMtWtefl 
Victoria,  Vancouver  and  Seattle. 
The  vessel  carried  upwards  of  380 
passengera  guests  of  the  Canadian 
National  Steamships  and  many 
transportation  officials,  who  spent 
the  afternoon  on  a  tour  of  the  city 
and  outside  points  of  interest,  leav- 
ing for  Seattle  early  In  the  eve- 
ning.

Captain  Nedden  replied  briefly, 
thanking  Mayor  Anscomb  and  his 
colleagues  and  the  cltlaena  of  Vic- 
toria for  the  expression  of  good- 
will snrl  the  spirit  of  the  we  loo  me 
Mr  Keeley  alao  spoke  briefly.  Sev- 
eral photographs  were  taken  of  the 
group.

Transoceanic  radio  service  with 
China,  under  Joint  ownership  of 
American  and  Chinese  interests, 
will  be  opened  within  the  neat  few 
monUts.  according  to  a  report  re- 
ceived In  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce from  AasLstant  Trade  Com- 
missioner Harold  D.  Robinson  at 
Shanghai.  The  transmitting  station, 
which  is  to  be  at  Cheng Ju.  about 
aeven  miles  west  of  Shanghai,  is 
expected  to  begin  operations  in  the 
Pall  and  will  Inaugurate  a  direct 
service  between  Shanghai-Ban 
Francisco.  Shanghai  -  Berlin  and 
Shanghai -Paris.  a 

LONG  NEGOTIATIONS 

American  co-operation  in  the 
project  comes  aa  the  result  of  ne- 
gotiation* between  American  radio 
engineers  and  the  Chinese  Oovern- 
ment. which  began  in  1W8.  These 
negotiations  were  carried  on  by  an 
American  radio  corporation  and  the 
National  Council  of  Reconstruction 
of  the  National  Oovernment  of  the 
Republic  of  China. 

The  transmitting  and  receiving 
stations  will  be  automatically  con- 
trolled from  the  central  office  In 
the  Saasoon  Building.  Shanghai,  and 
the  messages  perforated  on  ma- 
chines In  the  central  office  will  be 
immediately  recorded  In  Berlin. 
Paris  and  San  Francisco  -  likewise 
message.,  perforated  In  8an  Pran- 
ciaco. Berlin  and  Paris  will  be  In- 
stantly recorded  on  the  undulatora 
In  the  central  office  of  Shanghai. 
The  central  office  is  located  at  the 
intersection  of  Nanking  Road  and 
The  Bund.  In  the  heart  of  the  busi- 
ness section;  a  radius  of  one-fourth 
of  mile  from  this  building  will  in- 
close the  financial  and  commercial 
section  of  thla  city.  The  Chinese 
administration,  however,  contem- 
plates the  early  installation  of 
branch  offices  at  strategic  points 
throughout  Shanghai. 

REDUCTION  OF  RATES 

Radio's  entrance  Into  the  field  of 
China's  international  communica- 
tions has  already  brought  about  a 
reduction  In  rales.  Previous  to  Oie 
Inauguration  of  the  radio  service, 
the  rate  from  San  Francisco  to 
Shanghai  waa  gg  cents  gold  per 
word  for  ordinary  claas  traffic  the 
present  rate  Is  75  cents  gold  De- 
ferred service  la  at  half  the  full 
rate.  The  radio  service  introduced 
the  first  night  letter  to  China  a 
little  over  a  year  ago.  It  Is  also  re- 
sponsible for  a  much  lower  press 
rate  of  1*  cents  gold  per  word.  Rates 
to  Europe  also  have  been  reduced.

On  a  teletype  setter  an  operator 
punched  out  a  story  which  was  au- 
tomatically set  up  In  lines  and 
molded  by  linotype  machines  In  six 
other  plants  of  the  Westchester 
County  Publishers,  inc..  which  pub- 
lishes seven  newspapers  in  the 
county. 

The  teletype  setter  is  a  combina- 
tion of  the  linotype  and  machines 
now  used  by  press  associations  tn 
sending  their  news  from  city  to 
city. 

Combinations  of  holes,  each  com- 
bination representing  a  letter  or 
figure,  are  punched  In  a  heavy  com- 
position tape  nt  the  master  key- 
board This  tape,  running  through 
a  distributor,  sends  electrical  Im- 
pulses over  telegraph  wires  to  n  re- 
ceiving art  In  another  city  which 
repunchea  the  letter  comblnaUona 
In  tape. 

This  tape  then  Is  run  through  the 
electric  keyboard  of  the  linotype, 
causing  the  keys  to  be  depressed, 
and  releasing  the  matrices  from 
which  the  slug  line  of  lead  Is 
molded  exactly  as  It  goes  Into  the 
forms. 

It  had  been  used  on  short  hook- 
ups before,  but  last  night  was  the 
first  lime  It  had  been  used  In  ac- 
tual composition  for  pap-.-s  in 
wldely-s-parated  cities. 

The  Idea  of  the  teletype  setter 
was  put  forward  In  1928  by  Prank 
E.  Gannett,  publisher  of  a  chain  of 
newspapers  through  the  East.

POULTRY  CONGRESS 
The  World  Poultry  Congress  at 
the  Crystal  Palace  has  been,  I  think, 
the  most  advertised  organisation, 
and  the  Mlnlatry  of  Agriculture 
must  be  well  satisfied  with  the  result 
of  the  Intensive  campaign  they  have 
carried  on  for  over  a  year  to  Impress 
upon  the  public  the  enormous  Im- 
portance to  the  country  of  the  mod- 
ern farmyard.  Chit  of  the  mass  of 
literature  that  has  been  snowed 
upon  me  during  the  last  few  months 
I  learned  that  Oreat  Britain  Imports 
three  thousand  million  eggs  every 
year  and  upward*  of  thirty  thousand 
tons  or  poultry. 

The  Mlnlatry  of  Agriculture  want* 
the  twenty-odd  million  pcunds  paid 
to  foreigners  for  these  Imports  to 
remain  in  the  country,  and  the 
congress  Is  expected  to  teach  the 
fanner  the  possibility  of  engaging 
a  certain  section  of  the  unemployed 
in  poultry  farming  to  supply  the 
home  need.  British  farmers  think 
their  stock  la  the  best  in  the  world, 
and  the  Crystal  Palace,  now  a  vast 
hencoop,  la  showing  how  they  can 
take  advantage  of  this.

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COTTAGE  CHEESE  A  GOOD 
PROTEIN 

One  of  the  easiest  proteins  to  use 
during  the  Summer  season  Is  cottage 
cheese,  for  it  may  be  taken  on  a 
vacation  trip  and  used  to  take  the 
place  of  meat,  as  no  cooking  is  re- 
quired. It  Is  quite  wholesome  and 
easily  digested  by  most  people  and 
fun-ushes  a  very  good  form  of 
protein 

Cottage  cheese,  schmlerkaesc  and 
clabber  cheese  are  different  names 
for  the  curd,  which  has  been  separ- 
ated from  sour  skimmed  or  whole 
milk  If  it  Is  too  dry.  It  may  be 
moistened  by  adding  a  little  milk  or 
cream  Just  before  serving.  -  The 
cheese  tastes  best  and  is  more 
wholesome  fresh.  It  is  not  hard  to 
make  at  home,  is  agreeably  flavored 
and  very  nutritious. 

A  good  cottage  cheese  has  a  soft 
grainy  texture  and  a  fresh,  sour 
milk  taste.  It  takes  about  a  gallon 
of  sour  milk  to  make  one  and  a  half 
pound  of  cheese.  As  a  general  rule 
the  skimmed  milk  cheese  is  just  as 
wholesome  as  that  made  from  whole 
milk,  as  the  smaller  the  amount  of 
fat  contained-  in  the  cheese,  the 
more  easily  It  Is  digested. 

Cottage  cheese  contains  about 
twenty  per  cent  casein  (a  form  of 
protein),  and  about  four  per  cent 
fat  It  contain.*?  large  quantities  of 
mineral  elements,  principally  cal- 
cium, phosphorous  and  chlorine. 

The  best  way  to  prepare  cottage 
cheese  at  home  is  to  let  a  bottle  of 
raw  milk  stand  in  the  cooler  or  Ice- 
box about  ten  days,  which  allows 
It  to  sour  slowly.  This  soured  milk 
should  then  be  put  In  a  bow]  and 
well  beaten  with  an  effsbeater  to 


the  texture  smooth.  After 
beating,  place  in  a  cheesecloth  and 
han«  in  the  sun  to  dry.  Cottage 
cheese  should  not  be  put  on  the 
stove  and  heated  as  it  Is  usually 
prepared,  as  this  makes  the  curd 
harder  and  more  difficult  to  digest. 
The  cottage  cheese  tastes  better  if 
the  whole  milk  is  used,  but  a  more 
distinctly  protein  food  Is  produced  if 
the  cream  Is  first  removed. 

Cottage  cheese  may  be  used  occa- 
sionally instead  of  meat..  It  should 
always  be  accompanied  by  green 
vegetables,  as  It  Is  very  concentrated 
and  needs  this  kind  of  food  to  pro- 
vide bulk.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  like  all  concentrated  foods,  cot- 
tage cheese  tends  to  produce  consti- 
pation. However.  If  plenty  of,  green* 
are  eaten  at  the  same  time,  they  will 
counteract  this  tendency.  Celery, 
splnich.  lettuce,  tomatoes  and  small 
grated  carrots  make  excellent  com- 
binations with  cottage  cheese. 

In  serving  cottage  cheese  use  it 
as  the  meat  part  of  a  meal,  serving 
with  It  plenty  of  cooked  and  raw 
green  vegetables,  but  no  starch,  or 
other  proteins.  One  egg  for  break- 
fast a iid  four  ounces  of  cottage 
cheese  for  dinner  will  give  the  body 
all  of  the  protein  It  needs  for  one 
day  and  It  Is  not  necessary  to 
any  other  meat  or  meat  substitute 
at  the  same  time.

As  usual  the  pessimistic  English 
have  been  moaning  over  the  state 
of  their  perfectly  healthy  theatre 
because  a  few  houses  have  had  to 
close  for  August,  an  event  of  yearly 
occurrence  which  excites  no  remark 
in  Paris. 

Miss  Owendolyn  Hammond,  that 
clever  young  Canadian  actress, 
dsughter  of  F  L  Hammond,  of 
Banff.  Alberta,  tells  me  that  when 
the  present  run  of  "Nine  Till  8lx." 
the  bright  little  play  with  an  all- 
woman  caste.  In  which  she  made 
her  London  debut  In  the  part  of 
the  Prench  milliner.  Is  ended,  the 
company  will  go  out  to  New  York, 
where  the  play  is  sure  to  have  a 
long  run.  Miss  Hammond  is  an  ex- 
cellent example  of  the  success  that 
waits  upon  persistence  due  to  the 
consciousness  of  a  rell  vocation. 
After  an  amusing  London  season 
she  decided  that  the  stage  was  her 
real  metier  and  refused  to  be 
daunted  by  the  rebuffs  received  by 
every  young  actress  beginning  her 
career. 

The  two  latest  films  presented  to 
the  London  public  are  an  adapta- 
tion of  Ivor  Novellos  plays.  "Sym- 
phony in  Two  Flats"  and  'The  Qlrl 
In  trie  Moon  " 

The  Novello  play  has  suffered 
more  than  the  inevitable  sea 
change  and  the  meaning  of  the  title 
is  Ignored,  since  the  subsidiary  story 
of  the  second  fiat  Is  entirely  elimi- 
nated. What  remains  shows  Mr. 
Novello  In  the  part  of  a  gradually 
blinded  composer  with  a  wife  who 
does  not  seem  to  be  able  to  make 
up  her  mind  whom  she  loves  most 
and  only  discovers  It  is  the  com- 
poser when  he  has.  with  someone 
else's  help,  composed  a  jazz  sym- 
phony. Both  the  photography  and 
the  sound  of  the  voices  needed  some 
adjustment  but  It  was  a  great  relief 
to  get  a  plct  with  some  semblance 
of  relation  to  normal  life  The  play 
will  be  shown  at  the  Tivoll  next 
week. 

"The  Girl  In  the  Moon"  Is  a 
Fritz  Lang  silent  film  with  the  pop- 
ular Willy  Fritsch  as  the  hero  and 
Oerda  Maurua  as  the  heroine.  The 
story,  which  appears  to  have  suf- 
fered in  transition,  la  about  a 
party  of  mad  people  who  trust 
themselves  to  a  machine  which 
darts  through  apace  to  the  moon. 

Talking  films  certainly  make  one 
laxy  about  reading  captions  to  dis- 
cover what  the  story  is  all  about  In 
this  case  It  was  rather  complicated, 
involving  the  machinations  of  big 
business  men  who  wanted  to  keep 
the  gold  for  themselves,  as  well  as 
a  love  story  In  which  the  heroine 
had.  of  course,  first  to  fall  in  love

Aug.  I  —  King 
Feisal  and  Premier  Nurt  Pasha  be- 
lieve that  they  have  settled  the  fu- 
ture of  the  valuable  Mosul  oil  fields 
and  other  Irak  natural  resources  in 
a  way  satisfactory  to  the  inter- 1 
national  oil  interests  and  the  Brit- 
ish Government  as  well  as  them- 
selves. 

Premier  Nurt  has  left  London  to| 
Join  King  Feisal  In  Berlin,  whence 
emanate  conflicting  rumors  of  nego- 
tiations with  German  oil  companies. 
Prior  to  his  departure.  Nun  Pasha 
commented  on  his  protracted  dis- 
cussions with  British  capitalists  and 
the  two  Governments. 

The  outstanding  feature  Is  the 
adoption  of  the  principle  that  the 
British  have  an  option  for  develop- 
ing not  only  oil  but  all  other  re- 
sources in  Irak.  That  la  to  say.  when- 
ever Irak  wants  to  exploit  its  e- 
souroes,  it  agrees  to  afford  the  first 
opportunity  to  the  British.  That 
does  not  exclude  the  participation 
of  non- Britishers  in  any  future  en- 
terprises 

MOSUL  OIL  FIELDS 

It  is  my  impression  that  the 
American  quarter  interest  in  the 
Mosul  oil  fields  will  be  recognised 
under  an  Independent  Oovemment 
as  undeT  the  mandate  now  holding. 
The  oil  tote  rests  themselves  are  be-

Irakians  leave  the  impression  thai 
payment  will  be  underwritten  by 
the  British  Government  King  Fei- 
sal. however,  Is  insistent  upon  a 
linm  for  the  nonexplottatfon  of 
Mosul.

Cross  ventilation  is  considered 
very  Important  In  sleeping  cham- 
bers as  often  a  good  nights  rest  de- 
pends on  the  air  In  the  room  being 
kept  in  motion.  Cross  venUlatlon 
provides  a  draft.  The  exit  of  the 
air  blowing  in  through  one  window 
b  facilitated  by  the  second  window 

Each  of  the  sleeping  rooms  is 
equipped  with  a  closet.  In  the  hall 
also  Is  another  closet  for  storing 
bed  linens,  while  the  bathroom  Is 
provided  with  two  closets  for  towels, 
wash  clothes  and  the  like. 

The  average  housewife  considers 
closet  space  of  considerable  Impor- 
tance and  her  wishes  are  fully  real- 
ised in  the  Lyon. 

Hardwood  floors  are  found  In  the 
hall  and  each  of  the  sleeping  quar- 
ters. The  wood  mm  is  painted  with 
cream -colored  enamel  and  the  walls 
are  papered  with  a  flowered  figure 
No  paper  has  been  placed  on  the 
ceilings,  which  are  calclmlned. 

DINING-ROOM

A  breakfast-room  is  located  off 
the  kitchen.  It  Is  a  bright,  cheerful 
little  nook,  just  large  enough  to 
take  the  usual  breakfast  table  and 
chairs.  Windows  on  three  sides 
make  this  a  most  attracUve  place 
for  the  morning  meal. 

WELL-EQUIPPED  KITCHEN 

The  service  entry  lies  between  the 
kitchen  and  the  living-room.  Off 
the  sendee  entry  Is  located  the  elec- 
tric refrigerator  over  which  is  found 
a  built-in  cupboard.  Several  steps 
descend  to  a  landing  off  of  which  is 
a  door  leading  outside  and  another 
series  of  steps  leading  to  the  base- 
ment.

LARGE  BASEMENT 
The  basement  is  fully  eacavated 
except  for  the  small  space  under  the 
breakfast-room  and  front  vestibule 
The  footings  and  foundation  walla 
are  concrete,  which  Is  also  used  to 
form  a  central  partition  dividing  the 
basement  into  two  distinct  rocma.

LAUNDRY  CHUTE  IS

ond Floor  to  Basement  la 
Often  a  Great  Convenience 


When  the  laundry  In  the  base- 
ment U  to  be  In  active  service  from 
week  to  week,  a  clothes  chute  lead- 
ing from  the  second  floor  to  the 
basement  Is  often  a  convenience. 

As  the  bedllnens  and  towels  come 
from  use.  they  are  slipped  through 
the  chute  opening  and  dropped  to 
the  receiving  basket  on  the  base- 
ment floor.  The  clothes  need  only 
to  be  sorted  and  they  are  ready  for 
the  washing  machine. 

Clothes  chutes  should  be  care- 
fully made,  being  lined  with  well- 
planed  boards  so  that  no  snags  or 
broken  threads  can  develon.  The 
clothes  chute  may  also  be  lined  with 
metal. 

While  the  clothes  chute  Is  a  con- 
venience, it  has  certain  disadvan- 
tages which  must  be  considered 
The  clothes  chute  makes  a  flue  and 
in  case  of  Are  In  the  basement 
would  cr-ate  a  draft  that  would 
spread  the  flames  rapidly  to  the  up- 
per floors  of  the  house.  Also  the 
chute  takes  up  valuable  apace  a 
must  be  located  with  reference  to 
the  floors  below.  It  must  always  fit 
In  conveniently  with  the  lower  floor 
layout. 


SMOKY  FIREPLACE 

CAN  BE  PREVENTED 


No  detail  of  the  house  offers 
greater  possibilities  for  attractive 
design  than  the  fireplace.  Yet  how- 
ever decorative  It  may  be,  It  will 
cause  only  annoyance  to  the  owner 
and  trouble  to  the  builder  If  It 
doesn't  work  satisfactorily  Nothing 
Is  more  disagreeable  to  the  owner 
than  a  smoky  fireplace,  and  tf 
wrongly  constructed  more  difficult 
for  the  builder  to  remedy. 

If  you  have  a  fireplace  In  the 
new  home,  have  a  good  honest  one 
designed  and  constructed  for  burn- 
ing wood.  Have  |C  so  designed  and 
constructed  that  the  smoke  will  go 
up  the  flue  and  not  Into  the  room 


Consult  with  your  hardwood 
dealer  about  this  feature.  He  can 
secure  for  you  or  your  builder 
throat  and  damper  fittings  that 
have  been  properly  designed.  Do 
not  depend  on  makeshift  or  home- 
made castings,  as  poor  fireplace 
fixtures  often  result  is  an  unsat- 
isfactory installation. 


Radio  waves  will  hasten  the 
growth  of  vegetables,  according  to 
Dr.  -Frits  HUdebrandt.  a  Oerman 
physicist,  who  lias  Just  completed 
experiments  along  that  line.

A  housewife  recently  remarked 
that  every  new  home  should  be 
constructed  with  a  vestibule.  This 
assertion  was  based  on  the  practical 
experience  of  a  woman  who  had 
lived  In  both  styles  of  houses  and 
knew  the  advantages  of  this  tiny 
entrance  room. 

A  study  of  the  floor  plans  of 
sixty-eight  modern  constructed 
houses  discloses  that  twenty-nine, 
or  fourty-three  per  cent  of  these 
homes  were  designed  with  vestibu'e 
containing  both  outer  and  Inner 
door.  Often  the  vestibule  Is  also 
equipped  with  a  closet. 

One  of  the  advantages  of  the 
vestibule  Is  the  cleanliness  whl 
promotes.  During  rainy  days,  or 
when  the  snow  is  on  the  ground, 
the  visitor  does  not  track  into  the 
Interior  of  the  house  any  dirt  or 
dampness. 

TWO  DOORS  PROVIDED 
In  the  average  house  the  vesti- 
bule Is  only  a  small  room,  only 
four  or  five  feet  in  dimension. 
The  standard  practice  is  to  equip  It 
with  both  outer  and  Inner  door. 
This  enables  the  visitor  to  enter 
the  vestibule  and  close  the  outer 
door  before  opening  the  Inner  door, 
thereby  eliminating  the  blasts  of 
cold  air  or  chance  gusts  of  rain. 

The  vestibule  door  should  be  large 
enough  to  permit  the  family  to 
move  heavy  or  bulky  furniture 
through  the  front  entrance  if  neces- 
sity demands.  While  the  rear  or 
side  doors  should  be  perferably  used 
for  moving  furniture  in  or  out,  the 
front  door  should  be  convenient  for 
this  purpose. 

The  two  doors  or  the  vestibule 
should  not  be  staggered,  as  this 
arrangement  makes  moving  of 
bulky  furniture  difficult. 

The  closet  becomes  a  handy  place 
for  the  storage  of  overcoats,  hats, 
umbrellas,  rubbers  and  overshoes. 
The  visitor  can  discard  his  apparel 
In  the  vestibule  and  leave  It  where 
It  will  not  mar  or  dl&flgure  the 
furnishings  in  the  interior. 

Often  the  floor  of  the  vestibule 
la  tiled.  In  other  homes  linoleum 
with  tiled  Inlays  is  placed  on  the 
floor.  Ths  walls  of  this  room  should 
be  protected  against  the  dampness 
of  the  weather  and  often  a  wainscot 
of  tile,  linoleum  or  tile  board  Is  pro- 
vided which  gives  the  desired  pro- 
tection. The  walls  above  may  be 
finished  with  a  coat  of  enamel  or 
flat  paint. 

HALL  IS  IMPORTANT 

Beyond  the  front  door  or  vestibule 
lies  either  a  living-room  er  hall. 
The  floor  plans  of  the  house  de- 
termine In  each  rase  whether  the 
visitor  will  enter  IruV*  the  hall  or 
the  living-room  direct. 

A  hall  Is  often  preferable  al- 
though over  lialf  of  the  houses 
mentioned  above  were  not  designed 
with  halls.  The  centre  hall  ar- 
rangement is  often  preferred  by  the 
careful  housekeeping,  especially  If  no 
vestibule  is  provided  and  if  stairs 
lead  to  the  upper  floor.  This  en- 
ables a  person  to  enter  the  house 
and  go  to  the  floor  above  without 
having  to  enter  the  living  room. 

Modern  architecture  does  not 
permit  a  large  hallway  as  waste 
space  is  never  tolerated  in  careful 
house  planning.  The  hall,  if  there 
be  one.  should  be  large  enough  to 
permit  the  reception  of  several  per- 
sons, to  provide  for  a  flight  of  stairs 
running  to  the  floor  above,  and  to 
permit  proper  interior  decoration. 

The  staircase  ascending  to  the 
upper  floor  is  usually  off  the  hall, 
although  a  number  of  recent  floor 
plans  use  the  hall  as  a  vestibule. 
Here.  In  such  cases,  is  located  the 
guest  closet  where  hats  and  coats 
may  be  stored.

Modern  home  designers  are  giving 
a  great  deal  of  attention  to  kitchens, 
and  are  arranging  the  various  fea- 
tures according  to  the  frequency  of 
their  use  and  their  relationship  to 
each  other  Cabinet  and  equip- 
ment which  figure  in  the  prepar- 
ation of  food  are  grouped  with 
thought  to  the  position  of  the  atove. 
while  other  fixtures,  such  as  would 
be  used  in  the  washing  and  storing 
of  dishes  and  utensils,  are  placed 
near  the  sink.

A RIVAL  to  Robert  Raikes  for  fame  In  religious  education  has 
appeared.  Claiming  for  one  of  its  distinguished  sons  some 
of  the  honor  that  Is  being  showered  upon  the  English  bene- 
factor to  whom  two  statues  are  being  erected  Lhls  year  as  pioneer 
of  the  Sunday  school,  the  Principality  or  Wales  has  been  cele- 
brating the  bicentenary  of  the  launching  In  1730  of  the  first  clr- 
<  ulutlng  charity  school  by  Rev  GrtflUh  Jones,  of  Llandowror.  that 
Is.  half  a  century  before  Raikes  opened  his  school  In  the  slums  of 
Gloucester. 

At  the  close  of  the  seventeenth 
century  the  mass  of  the  Welsh  peo- 
ple could  n«*lther  read  nor  write. 
LMUe  B&gllsh  was  spoken,  and  there 
»i»  t  dearth  of  Welsh  educational 
hooka.  Moved  by  the  lac*  of  reli- 
gious knowledge  consequent  on  the 
prevailing  Ignorance.  Orlfflth  Jones 
started  n  system  of  catechetical  In- 
struction In  the  vernacular,  under 
which  a  teacher  would  spend  three 
months  In  a  parish  teaching  the 
people,  young  *nd  old.  to  read  and 
write.  They  were  called  schooL  of 
piety,  or  catechetical  charity  schools, 
and  were  conducted  In  co-operaUon 
with  the  incumbents  of  the  parts  he-. 
Supported  by  Sir  John  Philippe,  of 
Plcton  Castle,  and  Mrs.  Bridget 
Bevan.  who  is  still  affectionately 
remembered  In  Wales  as  the  pious 
domr  of  "Madam  Bevan's  Charity." 
the  movement  swept  through  Smith 
Wales.  The  scheme  was  successful 
beyond  the  wildest  hope*  of  the 
founder.  Before  Jones's  death  In 
1701  as  many  as  3.405  schools  had 
bean  opened  and  over  150,000  of 
every  age  and  either  sex— nearly  a 
third  of  the  whole  populaUun  of 
Wales  at  that  date — had  been  taught 
to  read  the  Bible  In  their  mother 
tongue.

Canadian  Trade  Improves, 
Steadily  in  the  Last 
Few  Yeart

Canada's  trade  relations  with 
Japan  have  been  aieadlly  Improving 
in  m»Bt  years,  in  the  last  five 
years.  Canadian  exports  t>  that 
country  have  risen  by  over  31  psr 
.-mi.  while  ImporU  of  Japanese 
Koodi.  Into  Canaua  have  almost 
doubled.  Diir;Dg  the  last  year  there 
DM  been  a  drop  in  exports  and  a 
;4»ght.  falling  olf  In  Imports.  I  lie 
decline  m  "m»rts  Is  negligible 
while  thr  derreese  in  export*  is  on- 
more  instance  of  Uu  NUMM*  « 
the  state  of  the  grain  trade  wh.ch 
lia4  led  to  a  fa!l  In  Canada  s  ex- 
port* to  many  countries. 

Japan,  during  in-  last  V**1-  *f* 
improved  hrr  portion  materially 
,mong  the  leading  countries  with 
which  the  Dominion  do?s  business. 
In  thr  fiscal  year  1929.  Japan  occu- 
pied fourUi  psaiUon  as  both  ■ 
aource  of  Import*  and  a  market  for 
Canadian  products.  In  the  year 
which  closed  with  March  *he  stood 
second  as  a  market  for  Canadian 
r.oods.  although  she  had  dropped  to 
fifth  place  a*  a  source  from  which 
Canada  draws  her  import*. 

TOTAL  IMPORTS 

Total  imports  from  Japan  for  the 
last  fiscal  year  were 
537  2*3.  compared  with  $12,921,317 
in  the  previous  year.  Canadian  ex- 
pOrt>  to  Japan  for  th?  fiscal  year 
just  closed  were  $30.475 .581.  while 
for  -he  vear  prev.oua  they  had  been 
valued  at  $42,099.8:18.  A  better  In- 
dication of  th*  trend  of  Canada'! 
trade  with  Japan  however,  la  ob- 
tained by  c;mparing  the  figures 
with  thoso  of  ttw  years  ago.  In 
1923.  Canadian  exporls  to  Japan 
were  $22,046.46:.  while  Imports  were 

The  latest  returns  which  deal 
with  Japanese  trade  In  any  detail 
are  those  for  the  calendar  year  1929. 
In  that  year  Canadian  exports  to 
Japan  were  valued  at  $37,504,692 
Nearly  one-half  of  th?**  export* 
consisted  of  agricultural  and  vege- 
table product*,  which  amounted  to 
$18  894.566  Within  tills  group,  un- 
doubtedly the  chief  factor  was  the 
exports  of  wheat.  The  second  larg- 
est group  of  product?  which  Canada 
exports  to  Japan  U  that  of  non- 
Jerrous  metals.  In  the  last  calen- 
dar year  the  exports  of  these  metals 
were  valued  at  $8,732,793. 

METALLIC  EXPORTS 

These  metallic  exports  Include 
aluminum  and  Its  manufactures,  pig 
and  refined  lead,  nickel,  zinc  spel- 
ter, and  some  other  metals  In 
t  mailer  quantities  The  wood  and 
paper  industry  comes  third  as  a 
contributor  of  exports  at  $8,033,067 
Within  thla  group  normally  the 
largest  constituent  Is  wood  pulp, 
with  planks  and  boards  running  it 
close  in  volume.  Paper  manufac- 
tures are  smaller  but  they  are 
growing.  As  compared  with  the 
prevloua  calendar  year,  the  total 
exports  of  1929  show  a  decline  of 
about  $1,500,000.  and  the  decrease 
In  the  export*,  of  agricultural  and 
vegetable  product*  alone  was  of  al- 
most exactly  the  same  value. 

Japanese  Imports  into  Canada  In 
1929  to'ilm  $13,324  161  and  of  tills 
amount,  textiles  contributed  more 
than  two-thirds,  their  value  being 
59.040.425.  Of  textiles,  by  far  the 
larger  part  Is  made  up  of  allks. 
though  there  are  some  Imports  of 
cottons  and  a  very  *mall  Import  of 
wool.  The  only  other  group  which 
makes  a  large  contribution  to  Im- 
ports is  that  of  agricultural  and 
vegetable  product*  at  $1,994,189 
This  group  covers  a  large  number 
of  Items,  but  about  one-third  of  the 
total  Is  tea.  As  compared  with  the 
previous  calendar  year,  there  was 
an  Increase  of  about  $500  000  In 
Japanese  Import*  into  Canada.  The 
increase  was  general  throughout,  all 
th*  groups,  with  the  exception  of 
animals  and  animal  products,  which 
declined,  but  the  largest  advance 
took  place  In  the  group  of  miscel- 
laneous commodities.  

IRISH  NAB  FISHERMEN 

Free  State  fishery  officials  are 
waging  a  war  on  French  fishermen 
who  Illegally  fish  In  Irish  waters. 
Thre*  French  crews  have  been  cap- 
tured In  the  last  five  months.  The 
last  raid  resulted  In  the  capture 
of  three  vessels,  the  captains  being 
fined  and  their  boats  held.  In- 
dignant Irish  fishermen  then  seized 
near  Dublin  200  lobster  pot*  left 
by  the  French  raiders. 

VOLE  PLAGUE  IN  SCOTLAND 


A  plague  of  voles,  or  water  rat*, 
ha*  been  doing  great  damage  in 
Scotland.  In  the  vicinity  of  Inver- 
ness the  rodent*  have  destroyed 
voung  plantations  and  herbage  of 
:he  Forestry  Commission,  and 
ilmllar  reports  have  come  from 
other  part*  of  the  country.  It  Is 
believed  the  r?cent  wholesale  shoot- 
ing of  owls,  the  vole's  enemy,  Is  re- 
iponslble  for  the  plague.
